Airlines to Grade Weather Ahead 


For Information of Passengers 


——s 


TULSA, Ok., April 27 (AP).—A 
method grading the weather air- 
line passengers may expect on a 
projected trip was described to the 
annual eight-state Southwest avia- 
tion conference today. 

Weather in general has had con- 
siderable effect on the patronage 
of the airlines ever since rigid 
supervision of flights was inaug- 
urated to obviate disastrous flying 
seasons such as occurred during 
the winter of 1936-37. Aijrliners 
today never are flown into known 
icing conditions or into severe 
storm fronts. 

Spokesmen for one of the lead- 
ing airlines, Pilot Bob Dawson, said 
that with current meteorological 
data, passengers soon would be 
able to obtain weather information 
graded from one to 10 Y number. 


“The airline passenger will be 
able to call the booking office and 
ask for weather conditions. Weath- 
er condition ‘10’ will represent per- 
fect visibility and unlimited ceil- 
ings. Any number from five to 
10 will stand for routine opera- 
tions. Just under five will repre- 
sent that category of weather 
where the transport plane will de- 
part, but irregularities in operation 
may occur en route. 

“In type 3 the possibility of ir- 
regularity will be greater, perhaps 
as much as an 80-20 chance of com- 
pletion of the filght on schedule. 
Here we draw a base line which is 
fundamental! to the operation. Type 
two weather is cancelation weath-

THOMPSON RESTAURANT STRIKE 
ENDS IN 30 PCT. PAY BOOST 


e two-month strike of 115 em- 
ployes of Thompson restaurants 
was settled last night by an agree- 
ment granting the worker an av- 
erage 30 per cent wage increase and 
union recognition. 

William M. Brandt, secretary of 
the Central Trades and Labor Un- 
ion, who participated in a confer- 
ence between representatives of the 
company and of the AFL cooks’, 
waiters’ and waitresses’ unions, said 
the employes, heretofore unorgan- 
ized, had been granted a closed un- 
ion shop. All strikers are to be 
returned to work in the five local 
restaurants, and all new employes 
must join one of three unions 
within 10 days after employment, 
Brandt said. 

Wages will range from $13 a week 
for dishwashers to $25 a week for 
cooks under the settlement. Em- 
ployes will get a week's annual va- 
cation with pay, meals while on the 
job and the company is to furnish 
and launder uniforms. The settle 
ment also applies to a Thompson 
restaurant in Kansas City, it was 
stated. The local restaurants were 
picketed.

A Defense of the Logan-Walter Bill. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

LIKE the Post-Dispatch because, while 

I may differ at times with its opinions, 
I feel that, in general, it is fair in its 
presentation of the news and editorial 
views, It is a disappointment, then, to 
see what appears to me to be a mis- 
representation of some of the facts in 
an effort to prove the point of the edi- 
torial about the Logan-Walter bill, “A 
Long Backward Step.” 

I have before

brief that the Logan-Walter bill provides: 

1. For the promuigation of rules by an ad- 
ministrative agency only after a public hearing 
and that such rules cannot be changed without 
public hearing. 
citizens an exact knowledge of the conditions 
under which they appear before such an agency.) 

2. For court review of these rules to determine 
their fairness and whether they conform to the 
statute. 

3. For court review of the findings of fact 
in an order by ab agency and review of the law 
under which the facts were forthcoming. ( Cer- 
tain agencies, such as the I. C. C., because of the 
existence of a code of court decisions established 
through long practice, are exempted.)

The first provision is certainly a far 
cry from your statement that the bill 
seeks to provide “uniform procedure for 
all administrative agencies.” It seems to 
me that these provisions would meet with 
the approval of the Post-Dispatch after 
its recent experience with a high-handed 
member of the judiciary. 

But then, it is possible that the right of 
the average business man to know why 
he is subject to suspicion of violation of a 
statute, under what rules the Government 
agency will conduct its investigation and 
whether those rules are in conformance 
with the law under which they were laid 
down, is unimportant. Perhaps the ele- 
ments of fair play involved are not on 
the same level with freedom of the press. 

Of point No. 2, little need be said. It 
should be sufficient to point out that 
leaving the right to determine the fair- 
ness and legality of the rules to those 
who promulgated them would hardly keep 
such rules within reason. 

In discussing the provisions about court 
review of findings of fact, your editorial 
was somewhat closer. However, you failed 
to point out that the findings of fact of 
many of the 130 Federal administrative 


agencies are now subject to court review. 
. * ° 


Chief Justice Hughes, in the speech 
quoted in the editorial and published in 
the Post-Dispatch April 20, qualified his 
statements about court review of find- 
ings of fact by saying, “When, under the 
guise of regulation or authority to super- 
vise railroad management, there is an 
assumption of arbitrary power not re- 
lated to public convenience, let the courts 
have it.” 

The recent decision in the case of a 
well-known manufacturer by the Fed- 
eral Communications Commission, which 
would bar the sale to the general public 
of television sets because they have not 
reached their highest degree of perfec- 
tion, is an example of an absurd and 
autocratic finding of fact that should be 
subject to review. 

The high-handedness of certain Labor 
Board trial examiners in presenting and 
accepting testimony, and the introduction 
of qutstionable*testimony such as was 
alléged to have occurred in the first 
Weirton Steel trial, are other instances 
where a finding of fact and an order is- 
sued may be unfair and the injured party 
justified in seeking court review.

. On orfe final count I find reason to 
criticise this editorial. The Logan-Wal- 
ter bijl is the result of a survey started 
by the American Bar Association in 
1932, before Mr. Roosevelt was elected 
President. The statement that it is “an-

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CLARENCE STREIT’S IDEALISTIC WOOLGATHERING. 

Clarence Streit, who once performed a signal serv- 
ice by his hard-headed reporting of the shortcomings 
of the League of Nations, has revisited St. Louis, 
seeking to kindle interest in his plan for a-°federa- 
tion of a selected 15 democracies—a new, exclusive 
world order open only to “our kind” of people. 

The disappearance of Denmark and a good part of 
Norway in the Nazi maw has somewhat limited his 
plan for “Union Now.” And one-still hopes that it 
may cogvince him and others, amateur and profes- 
sional, that, fine though the ideal of an internation- 
al federation may be, the world cannot be organized 
like an exclusive club. 

Whether one likes them or not, the Germans, the 
Italians, the Russians and the Japanese are here, 
‘and they must be reckoned with. They can’t be 
blackballed out of a world state without inviting 
trouble. It is just this sort of international snob- 
bery that is partly at the root of the present war. 

When the time comes, the treaty makers will have 
to look at all humankind if the world is to have an 
enduring peace. They will have to build great avenues 
of commerce that will supply all peoples with their 
reasonable needs. They will have to eliminate rival- 
ries. It would be both absurd and tragic to create 
new ones by branding half or more of the world’s 
peoples as pariahs or probationers who might some 
day be admitted to the exclusive federation of free 
states. That would just be the way to a new war. 
Mr. Streit’s idea strikes us as a piece of idealistic 
woolgathering.

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RIBBENTROP’S FUTILE EXPLANATION. 
It is the Nazi method to act first, then to give elab- 


orate explanations seeking to justify the action. | 
Joachim von Ribbentrop, in his speech today, at-| 


tempted to do such a whitewash job for the German 
invasion of Scandinavia. His defense was of a piece 
with the logic used by Hitler in his proclamation of 
today announcing a state of war, which he alleged 
was caused, not, of course, by any German action, but 
by the conduct of Norway’s Government. 

Again, as in the case of the Polish conquest, the 
Germans have had the miraculous good luck—the 
unbelievably good luck—to capture documents prov- 
ing they are in the right. Strange indeed that Brit- 
ish officers should go into battle bearing vital diplo- 
matic papers which their Government would certain- 
ly attempt to keep secret! 

One undeniable fact controverts the whole story of 
a British plot to seize Norway, which the Germans 
Say they thwarted only by their own swift stroke. 
If the British were actually ready to pounce, then 
how can their present weak and delayed moves to 
dislodge the invaders be explained? The pathetically 
small and ill-equipped landing force, described by 
Leland Stowe a few days ago as having been cut 
to pieces by Nazi attack, certainly cannot be built 


| up. even by Ribbentrop’s eloquence, into a great army 
‘bent on seizing Norway. 


Indeed, it was the Nazis rather than the British 
who long had plotted Scandinavian conquest. Hitler 
planned such a move six years ago, Hermann Rausch- 
ning asserts in “The Voice of Destruction.” Propa- 
ganda maps issued in Germany three years ago put 
Scandinavia within the realm of conquest for a Great- 
er Reich. Norway, as the world now has learned, 
was filled with Nazi spies and agents. The present 
attack came along all sections of the coast, indicating 
a start several days ahead of the alleged provocation. 
By contrast, the British effort has been pitiful.

ISHERMEN crowd the waters. Indeed, 

there are no fewer than 15,000,000 Amer- 
ican fishermen, according to an estimate 
made by Charles E. Jackson, Acting Com- 
missioner of Fisheries. Furthermore, Mr. 
Jackson says that non-commercial fisher- 
men, compared with fishermen who fish for 
a living, take the greater part of the sea- 
son’s catch. 

It is, of course, unnecessary to take the 
word of Mr. Jackson that the amateurs out- 
do the professional. A little plain logic, 
based on simple facts known to everybody, 
is enough to prove that sportsmen take more 
fish than do commercial fishermen. 

Each non-commercial fisherman catches 
a lot of fine, fat fish each season. We 
know this because he tells us so. Multi- 
ply the number of fine, fat fish caught by 
each non-commercial fisherman in the coun- 
try (his number are legion), and the result- 
ing catch could not possibly be other than 
greater than the commercial catch—however 
great that may be.

Make Slight Concessions as 
to Blockade, but Reserve 
Rights on Contraband 
Control. 


WASHINGTON, April 27 (AP).— 
The British and French Govern- 
ments have given general assur- 
ances that all practicable steps will 
be taken “to diminish the incon- 
veniences” imposed on American 


trade by their wartime blockade 
and economic policies. 

The promises resulted from a 
series on conversations between 
American officials and Allied rep- 
resentatives on the difficulties 
caused by the Allied blockade of 
German exports, and by the cur- 
tailment of Anglo-French pur- 
chases of American agricultural 
products. 

They were outlined last night in 
a State Department statement. The 
Department stipulated however, 
that the United States was reserv- 
ing “all of it# rights under inter- 
national law and is not to be un- 
derstood as accepting any principle 
of interference with bona fide neu- 
tral trade.” 

The Allies, among other things, 
acknowledged that some hardship 
may have been caused by the stop- 
page of German exports and agreed 
to re-examine previously rejected 
applications of American import- 
ers for exemption of some German 
shipments fron. the blockade. Spe- 
cial cdnsideration, they said, would 
be given to applications involving 
goods obtainable only in Germany. 


Promises of Allies,

The promises were: 

1. The British and French Gov-. 
ernments “desire to diminish the 
inconveniences caused to -neutral 
trade and interests in every prac-| 
ticable way so long as this does 
not lessen the effect of the contra- 
band control in all its branches 
which the United Kingdom and 
France consider an absolutely ne- 
cessary part of the war in which 
the two countries are at present 
engaged.” 

2. Britain and France made 
slight concessions in the case of the 
blockade of German exports to the 
United States. The Allied repre-' 
sentatives stated “they recognized 
that these measures had created 
hard cases and there is every de- 
sire to redress such’ grieVances 
where their genuine character is 
proved.” 

Their governments accordingly 
are prepared to re-examine appli- 
cations of American importers that 
have been turned down.

GANDHI NOT ADVOCATING 
CIVIL DISOBEDIENCE NOW 


Disclaims Any Desire to Embarrass 
British at This “Life and 
Death” Crisis. 
BOMBAY, April 27 (AP).—In- 
dia's Nationalist leader, Mohandas 
K. Gandhi, disclaimed today any 
“desire whatsoever to embarrass 
the British, especially at a time 
when it is a question of life and 

death for them.” 

In his newspaper, Harijan, Gand- 
hi declared that mass civil disobedi- 
ence, the potent weapon used to 
gain concessions from the British 
‘in the past, was “most unlikely” 
at present. 

“Working in the midst of sus- 
picion and terrible misrepresenta- 
tion on one hand and the prévail- 
ing lawlessness outside and inside 
Congress (The Nationalist party) 
on the other, I have to think a 
thousand times before embarking 
on civil disobedience,” he said.

Economical Menus 


(Feeding Family of 5 on About $12 a Week) | 
By Meta Given, Noted Food Authority 


F, like most folks, your family 
takes its time about Sunday morn- 
ing breakfast, and never gets 
around to it before 11 o'clock or so 
—then dinner probably comes along 
at 4 or 5, and supper turns out to 
be little more than a bedtime snack. 
And for a bedtime snack, nothing 
is much nicer than a fruit milk- 
shake, and no fruit milk-shake is 
any more satisfying than a prune 
milk-shake. 
Prune Milk-Shake (Cost About 26c). 
One and one-half cups prune 
puree (about one-half pound dried 


prunes), six tablespoons lemon juice, 


one-sixteenth teaspoon salt, four 
and one-half cups whole milk and 
sugar to suit taste. 

Mix the prune puree thoroughly 
with the lemon juice and salt. Add 
milk and beat with rotary beater; 
add sugar to suit the taste (amount 
depends on sweetness of prunes):

Teamwork Is 


Important in 
Cancer Fight 


By 
Logan Clendening, M. D. 


HE American society in charge 
of the campaign for cancer con- 
trol has called attention to 
three necessary divisions of our 
activities in the fight on this dis- 
ease. In previous articles this 
month I have stressed the impor- 
tance of education of the public as 
one of these methods of attack, 


‘and of research in cancer as an- 


other. 

The third form of attack is the 
application of known methods of 
treatment. If the educated public 
will take advantage of these meth- 
ods discovered by research in the 
past, most cases can now be cured, 
It need be no longer the dread dis- 
ease which in popular estimation 
it once was. 

As our knowledge of cancer has 
increased, it has become clear that 
in many cases the most successful 
handling of the patient comes only 
‘after one or more conferences be- 
‘tween surgeons, radiologists, patho- 
logists, internists and other special- 
ists. 

The need of microscopic study of 

tumor tissue and the growing fre- 
quency of combined use of X-rays 
and surgery, or for choosing wise- 
ly between them, form the main 
|reasons why such group activity 1s 
‘an all-important development in 
the fight against concer, 
, In its early stages cancer is usu- 
ally confined to a s rea. This 
fact accounts for the ‘vccess of 
treatment at such stages. 

The modern approach to-a small 
suspieious area would be as fel- 
lows: 

It might be a lump or an ulcera- 
tion of the skin, or a rough spot: n 
the skin. If small, the surgeon can 
remove it. He hands this piece 
of tissue to his colleague, the path- 
ologist, who makes a section of it 
with a razor-blade cut‘ing mach‘*ne 
(microtome), stains the in tissue 
and puts it under the microscope. 
This man—the pathologist—deter- 
mines what type of cancer tissue 
it is: and whether the surgeon has 
removed the entire growth. He 
‘then consults the surgeon ani the 
X-ray man to determine whether .n 
the light of the nature of the 
growth it should be submitted to 
X-ray or possibly to further sur- 
gery. If it is on the skin, the spe- 
cialist on skin is called in; if in 
the female organs, the gynecologist; 
and their advice is taken on the 
basis of their wide and special ex- 
perience. 
| Particularly important is that 
some physician in the group should 
undertake the follow-up work. He 
should examine the patient at least 
once every three months for the 
first year after the initial treat- 
ment, and once every six months 
for five or six years. If any dan- 
gerous symptom arisea and further 
treatment may become necessary, 
the original treatment is repeated, 
at least in principle. 

This teamwork or group-attack 
is the key to the modern, success-
